DOES BLOUNT WANT TO BE GOVERNOR 


We Says That No Arrangement to That 
£ffect Exists—The Blair Bill Sleep- 
ing—Congressional News. 


Wasuinctoy, March 22,—[{Special.}—The 
Georgia federal judges only get an increase 
over their present salaries of $500, making the 
amount $4,000 each. The honse judiciary 
committee decided the matter this morning. 
The judge of the southern district of New York 
gets an increase from $4,000 to $5,500; those of 
Illinois, from $4,000 to $5,000; Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Missouri and Massachusetts, from $4,000 
to $4,500. The salary of all the other district 
judges is fixed at $4,000, the same 4s Georgia's. 

Major Barnes sustains his well-earned repu- 
tation as one of the best of Georgia’s congress- 
men. Today he added to tlie good work 
already accomplished by him for Augusta by 
getting his bill through the house to divide 
the northern judicial district of Georgia into 
two divisions, and having a federal court held 
at Augusta. The bill will undoubtedly pass 
the senate and become a law in ample time to 
hold court in Augusta, as soon as the public 
Duilding at that place is completed.

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


The Urgency Deficiency Bill Passed—Biils 
Introduced. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—In his prayer this 
morning the chaplain of the house returned 
thanks to God for hig protecting care over the 
members of the house and all persons in the 
capitol during yesterday's storm. 

After the reading of the journal the floor 
was accorded, under special order, to the com- 
mittee on the judiciary. 

The following bills were passed : 

To divide the northern judicial district of 
Georgia into two divisions to be known as the 
eastern and western districts of the northern 
district. 

: To provide for holding terms of the United 
States courts at Mississippi City. 

To give validity to certain patents for in- 
ventions which have been signed by assistant 
secretaries of the interior instead of by the 
secretary. 

Amending the statutes so as to provide that 
the record of a state court, may be.certified by 
the presiding magistrate or any other judge of 
the court. 

Authorizing the secretary of the treasury to 
remit all duties collected upon animals hereto- 
fore | Soha for breeding purposes, whether 
for the importer’s own use or for sale. 

A short debate was had u the bill pro- 
viding that on the trial of all civil and crimi- 
nal cases in the circuit or district court, the 
judge shall charge the jury in writing, if so re- 
quired by either . It was opposed by 
Mr. Morrow, of California, on the.ground that 
it imposed an unnecessary work upon the 
judge and would result in delaying the admin- 
istration of justice. : 

Mr. Oates, of Alabama, said that the effect 
of the bill would be to cut short the speeches 
of the judge and make him more concise and 
careful as to what instructions he gave the 
jury. That was right, for it was an ancient 
maxim that a judge should not follow the 
crooked thread of discussion, but the “‘golden 
thread of law.’’ 

_ The bill passed; as did also the bill amend- 
ing section 988 of the Revised Statutes so as to 
read as follows: 

That where, by the iaws of a state, defendants in 
courts thereof are entitled to a stay of execution, 
defendants in courts of the United States held there- 
in shall be entitled to a like stay upon the same 
conditions, including the giving and enforcement 
of bond or other security for the performance of the 
judgment thus stayed. : 

Also, a bill providing that judgment and 
decrees of United States courts rendered with- 
in any state shall be liens on property in the 
same manner and to the same extent as judg- 
ments and decrees of courts of that state. 

Mr. Burnes submitted a conference report on 
the urgent deficiency bill, and that was agreed 
to. As passed, the bill appropriates $6,876,500. 

The house adjourned.

Secretary Bayard’s Reply to Senator Frye’s

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The president

Treaster Tate's defalcation was made known 
last night... dt amounts to $250,000. The books 
of the treasurer’s office show extreme looseness 
and neglect‘and it will be weeks before order 
can be brought outof the existing chaos. 
Where the money went is still a 
mystery. That Tate accommodated his 
friends at all times is admitted, 
but that he loaned such a sum as this is hardly 
believed. His private papers have not as yet 
been looked into. A_ story told today illus- 
trates the extremely careless methods which 
obtained from Tate in hisadministration of his 
affairs. In 1883 the state finances ran low and 
it was found necessary to borrow $150,000. 
The loan wag ratified on December 30, 1854. 
Interest on the loan amounting to $9,000 fell 
due. When the bank officials. arriyed with 
the claim, the auditor’s office was closed, it 
being after 5 o’clock in the evening. Tate 
was still at headquarters, however. “He knew 
that the amount was due, and ag the banker 
pretended to be ina hurry about collecting, 
Late offered to oblige him by ing h 
personal check for the amount: He laid away 
the receipt and only a week or so agé ran 
across it. Hehad forgotten the transaction 
entirely, and remarked that he considered 
himself that much better off.

‘You mean that cannibalism is stil] practiced 
there ?’’ he was asked. 

The conversation, it will be observed, had 
strayed entirely away from the object of the 
interview, but in regard to the miss vessels 
lost in these seas it must be said that the Her- 
ald had already received information months 
or perhaps years ago. Captain Schall was glad 
to hear these mysteries had been cleared up. 

“Cannibalism? Why, of course, there is, 
especially on two of the islands of the four- 
teen. Last New Year’s day my schooner was | 
anchored in the bay of Haniapi, and I had ail 
my men out collecting a cargouf cotton, cobra, 
{-ngi, &c. Presently there came down a nice 
little party of natives, of about a hundred or 
so. They built a fire on the shore, danced 
around it for a time and then started on what 
looked like a real old fashioned clambake. _ 

“You would have thought it a clambake if 
you had been there. But I knew better. I 
watched them carefully and saw six grown 
persons—men and women—killed and hung up 
to roast. 

‘By the way, there was one piece of canni- 
balism I saw which had a spice of romance in 
it. A native got mad with, probably jealous 
of, the woman he lived with. He killed her, 
cut her heart out, and, having toasted it toa 
turn on a sharpened stick, ate it with evident 
relish. What do you think of that? 

“The island of Dominique is cannibal, al- 
though the father superior of all the Catholic 
instiutions in the islands lives there. One time 
he paid me handsomely for carrying away on 
my schooner a young man the nutives had de- 
cided to make a dish of. 

‘No, they never interfered with me in my 
trading or tried to eat any of my mev. They 
seem to confine their appetites to natives. Be- 
sides which they have quite a friendship for 
Americans, and the whole native population of 
these islands are in hopes of somehow obtain- 
ing a United States protectorate. Their prin- 
cipal idea in this is to escape the clutches of 
France. She now holds all the Marquesas 

oup except one, and also one of the Society 

slands. She has had Roman Catholic insti- 
tutions there for over forty years. Recently 
the Mormons of the United States have gone 
out there, probably with the idea of forming a 
new Utah if the law runs them too close at 
home. Bat the Roman Catholics are fighting 
them tooth and nail, and, as Mormons,they cane 
not get a permit of residence, which is always 
a necessity before anybody can settle there. 

“Of course the Roman Catholic missionaries 
will probably ask French aid to drive these 
Mormons out. Then probably the French, to 
make it pay, will annex the whole Marquesas 
group, and if possible the Society islands, and 
we will not be permitted to trade there. These 
islands are very prolific, and I think the Uuited 
States ought to take hold of them while she 
has such an easy chance of doing so.”’

Lotteries have been popular in many 
countries. The E iglish resorted to, lotteries 
to build their vast fortifications and estab- 
lish the British museum. Germany, France 
and Spain have at different times given gov- 


} ernmental sanction to this game of chance. 


Many years ago Benjamin Franklin man- 
“aged a lottery in the interest of Christ 
‘church, in Philadelphia. In New England 
‘a lottery was started to raise funds to supply 
sallors and strangers with Bibles. Lotter- 
jes built the first Episcopal church in Brook- 
lyn, and were used to aid the charity hospit- 
al in New Orleans, the first Protestant 
ehurch in Louisiana, Dartmcuth, Harvard, 
and more than a score of other colleges, the 
free schools of Rhode Island, the orphan 
and insane asylums of Connecticut, the Erie 
canal of New York, and a host of other en- 
terprises. Perhaps ifit had not been for the 
lottery privileges granted by James the First 
to the Virginia company, this country would 
still be in the hands of the Indians. 

Lotteries have been defended by good 
men. John Wesley saw nothing wrong in 
them. . Thomas Jefferson wanted the gov- 
ernment to run one. Dr. Elipbalet Nott, of 
Union college, wrote a powerful defense of 
the whole business, 

But public sentiment changes. At the 
present time only one lottery is permitted to 
exist in the United States. All the others 
have been wiped out. It is just as well. 
Why should men risk their money in this 
way? Stock gambling, and the exciting ups 
and downs of various forms of speculation 
offer wonderful facilities in the matter of 
making and breaking those who try their 
luck. Let the lottery go—fortunes can be 
lost and won without it.

HATES JEWS. 


The Ruling Passion of Crown 
Prince William. 


Even His Own Mother Comes Under the Ban 
—Thousands of Germans Impatient 
for the New Emperor's Death. 


Berirm, March 22.—A manof twenty-nine 
years, erect, square shouldered, lithe, powerful 
and austere, strode outof a railway station 


yesterday, after seeing a batch ot royal guests 


depart. He hada strong, heavily lined, and 
moody face. The guards presented arms, and 
a brilliant retinue of generals hurried after the 
masterful looking German, It was the crown 
prince, whe wlll soon be emperor of the nation 
of warriors. The waiting multitude, at sight 
of him, gave a single yell, that came from their 
very hearts. The prince turned toward the 
sea of faces, and looked intently at the people. 
His moody, surly eyes flew rapidly from face 
to face. Then he slowly touched his cap. 
Cheer after cheer rose wildly in quick succes- 
sion and with passionate fervor. 

The prince listened with a rapt look, then 
threw back his head with asudden motion, 
and showed his teeth in a smile of 
savage exultation. The action was almost 
theatrical. The people fought to get another 
look at him, and he was whirled away amid 
the hoarse and frantic shouts of his worshipers. 
The fierce light that beats about the German 
throne leaves the dumb and sickly monarch in 
the shadow, plodding slowly on toward the 
nearing and inevitable end, while it throws 


the-stalwart, warlike and aggressive figure of 


Crown Prince William ovt with vivid distiuct- 
ness. The name of the coming emperor is 
heard in the councils of all the sovereigns and 
diplomates of Europe. Not since the first 
Napoleon has a young man wielded such tre- 
mendous power as will fall to the lot of this 
headstrong, violent and revengeful prince. 

He will have 2,000,000 men and 2,000,000 
muskets at his back. He hates the English 
and he hates. the Jews. So do she German 
people. They detest their present English 
empress because she makes her children talk 
English and has prevailed upon the 
emperor to have an English physician. They 
have tried to mob Mackenzie, and they look 
coldly at Frederick 11I., because he spends 
the last bours of his waning life ennobling 
men of Semitic blood. They adore the very 
name of the coming ruler, who has all their 
prejudices intensified a thousand fold. His 
adversion tothe English extends to his own 
mother. When he was ordered to San Remo 
by the late emperor to visit his invalid father 
the royal party started to walk to church, and 
Prince William’s English mother, the present 
empress, attempted to take his arm. He 
shook her off roughly in the presence of the 
crowd. 

“T represent the person of the emperor,’’ he 
“T walk alone.’’ His mother 
was obliged to follow in his footsteps. His 
first English governess, Miss Shipps, who had 
charge of him as a boy, when asked recently 
what sort of a man he was,said: “Heis a 
man whom nothing can ever stay, once his 
anger is aroused.’’ 


THE EMPEROR IMPROVING. 


Blewers Sent From San Remo and Placed 
on the Late Emperor’s Tomb. 

Beruin, March 22.—An exqusite wreath of 
violets, hyacinths and lilies, which it required 
two men tocarry, arrived from San Remo yes- 
terday. After it had been shown to the em¢ 
peror, Dr. Mackenzie, accompanied by the 
empress and Princess Charlotte, placed it on 
the fomb, the emperor watching them from 
his window. 

The emperor has sent a telegram of condol- 
enee to President Carnot. ; 

The emperor continues~so well that the 
doctors — more hopeful than ever. 

Mourning emblems on public buildings and 
newspaper offices are being removed. 

Memorial services for Emperor William 
were held throughout the empire, especially at 
universities and emies. At Munich there 
was.a grand torchlight procession of the vari- 
ous local societies. The paraders marched to 
Siegethor, where an imposing service was 
held before a cathafalque, which had been 
especially erected for the occasion. After- 
ward the procession passed in review before 
the palace of Prince Regent Luitpold. A simi- 
lar ceremony took place at Nuremburg. 

Empress Victoria and members of the the 
royal family and many people of prominence 
attended service in Berlin cathedral today on 
the occasion of the anniversary of the late 
emperor’s birth. Chaplin Keogel preached 
the sermon. The gervice was conciuded b 
singing by the choir, ‘‘Wenn ich einmal soll 
scheiden.’ 

The p afterwards attended service in 
the castle chapel at Charlottenburg, which be- 
ganat 11 o‘clock. Emperor Frederick was 
present at this service and remained until it 
was finished. He was dressed in uniform, 
with cloak, sword, helmet and orders. He 
sat in front form of the imperial pew, and 
looked every inch an emperor. There was no 
one in the second form. Three aids-de-cam® 
and Dr. Mackenzie occupied the third form.

A Correct Account ofan Old Time Fracas in 
Mobile. 


In reply to Judge W.D.Kelley’s story to the 
effect that shortly after the war one of his meetings 
was broken up in Mobiie by a party of rioters led 
by Colonel W. D. Mann, the Mobile Register says; 

It is not pleasant to refer to disagreeable and un- 
fortunate events of the reconstruction period, but 
Judge Kelley had seen fit toattack a gentleman, 
Colonel W. D. Mann, who had nothing in the world 
to do with the :lot in question, and who was not 
even at the meetingat which the trouble originated. 
Colonel Mann at that time was assessor of internal 
revenue here, and had nothingto do with news- 
papers and very little to do with politics. The idea 
of this jovial, good-natured man leading on a lot of 
roughs with the object of takingthe scalp of the 
gentleman trom Pennsylvania is t:o dbsurd to de? 
serve consideration by any who know him now or 
who knew him at the time referred to. 

The facts of the Kelley riot are these: Judge Kelley 
was speaking to a republican meeting held in front 
of the ruins of the courthouse, on Government 
street, in the summer of 1867, when a white man in 
the crowd fired a pistol in the air. This imme- 
diately eaused a panic, and the negroes drew their 
pistols and commenced firing wildly. Pistols were 
also fired by white men, but no one was shot near 
the stand. A white man was shot s me distance 
away, and several negroes several blocks away. In- 
stead of several men being slain by the side of 
Kelley no one was shot on ths stand at all. In fact 
it would have been very difficult to have ‘‘slain’’ 
any one by the side of the Pennsylvania orator, as 
that gentleman very prudently, and with a <u: re- 
gard to the interests of his northern constituents, 
crawled under the table.

"WAS IT CLEWS? 


Remarkable Rumor Which 
Comes From New York. 


A 


Henry Clews, the Former Financial Agent 
of Georgia, Gets Even With 
the South. 


A curious rumor comes south about the fal 
in cotton. 

It is well-known that Mr. Clews has tried on 
two or three occasions toobtain membership in 
the New York cotton exchange, and has been 
as often rejected. Several prominent southern 
members, knowing his bad character, opposed 
him, and this accounts for his spite against the 
southerners. 

It is said that, finding many of his ancient 
enemies in a bull Movement in cotton, deters 
mined to organize a bear movement unequaled 
in extent and sinews. The story ruus that he 
gathered together a gang of millionaires and 
raised thirty million dollars for a blind pool ig 
cotton, of which he took the management. 

With this enormous sum of money he began 
to hammer the market. He took advantage 
of the war rumors in Europe, of evory increase 
in receipts and every lull in buying, and 
poured in his orders to sell. By these means 
he forced the market down about sixty points, 
a isto say he drove June from 11.08 to 
10.48, 

At this point he reached the enormons 
amount of cotton held by Mr. Harle, which 
was not sufficiently supported by margins. It 
was tumbled over in a panic, and brought 
more cotton with it, and in one day the price 
fell from 10.48 to 10.16. 

At this latter figure Mr. Gatman, of Abere 
deen, Miss., was reached. He held about two 
hundred and fifty thousand bales of cotton, 
which his large fortune had enabled him toe 
margin down to about ten cents for June. As 
soon as his brokers began to sel] his cotton an- 
other panic ensued, and June was driven down 
to 9.82, making a fa)! of 124 points on the mare 
ket, or a loss of about seven dollars on a bale 
of cotton. 

Whether or not the fine Italian hand of Mr. 
Henry Clews, visible or invisible, has effected 
this, it has been a tremendous slide. It hag 
made some large wrecks, and scores of small 
ones. 

Has the bottom been reached? That dee 
pends. Within the past two days three 
hundred thousand bales of cotton were sold in 
the exchange. The market took this enormoug 
amount steadily, and scored a rise of twelve 
points, closing steady yesterday. This would 
appear to jndicate strong shoulders under the 
market. e shall not, however, attempt te 
enter the field of prophecy which bas been se 
ably occupied, so fully covered and re-covered, 
and plowed up and sowed down and harvested, 
and fenced and unfenced by Messrs. Glenny & 
Violett, of New Orleans. The cheerfulness 
with which this able firm awoke each morning 
to find its predictions of the day before knocked 
into a cocked hat, and the bland insistance with 
which it cut out a new work for the 
next day, is without parallel in 
sacred or profane history. Even at this late 
date, and with more than a bag fullof cotton 
resting heavy on our shoulders and the solitae 
tary ‘‘bantam’’ that now remains in our back- 
yard dodging about wildly with his hacked 
feathers up, we beg to tender our regards to 
Messrs. Glenny & Violett, of New Orleans, and 
convey to them assurances of our distinguish- 
ed consideration. Their amiable bu!letins 
have made ha: py, or a* least t'a quillized, 
many a moment during the past few weeks, 
that would otherwise have been melancholy,

The Electric Railway. 
Eprrors ConstrrutTion: Describe the «elec 
the electricity is applied 
to the cars, ete. H. & G. 
Electricity may be applied to the propulsion of 
cars in two different ways. In one case the curren§ 
is supplied to the electro-motors from storage bat- 
teries carried by the cars. This method rejuires no 
change in the ordinary roadbed used by the steans 
railway, but no means have yet been invented for 
making or operating economically the storage bat- 
tery required. In the second case the current ig 
supplied to the moters on moving trains Lom Sida 
tions alongthe line of the road through properly 
placed conductors. The method requires a peculiar 
construction of the road throughout with reference 
to the necessary electrical conditions. Several di® 
ferent forms of the electric railway are possible, 
depending on the method by which the current is 
condueted to the motors. By one method the two 
rails are used as conductors, the current going out 
by one rail and returning by the other, and passing 
to the electro-motors through the wheels of the 
train, which are insulated. There is muc. leakage 
or loss of power in this method, however, and this 
inventors have essayed to overeome by using & 
third rail or conductor for the outgoing current, 
utilizing both rails for its return. 


Perpetual Motion. ;

GOOD ADVICE GIVEN 


To a Preacher Who Dragged the Church 
Into Court. 

MonTGomMERY, Ala., March 22.—[{Special.]— 
The supreme court of Alabama met today and 
delivered twenty-five decisions, the largest 
number ever put out in one day. One case of 
special and general interest decided was that 
of Rev. H. H. McNeill against the Methodist 
Protestant church of Montgomery. At the 
last annual conference McNeill was appointed 
to the station bere, but the church passed a 
resolution refusing to accept him as their pas- 
tor. He filed a petition in the city court. 
praying tor a writ of mandamus to rage a the 
church and trustees to restore him to his posi- 
tion as pastor and place him in charge 
of the church and parsonage. 
The ci court dismissed the bill, 
and McNeill appealed the case to the supreme 
court. The opinion of the tribunal was deliv- 
ered today by Justice Clofton, and holds that 
the civil courts are powerless|to interfere where 
the office isa purely ecclesiastical one, as in 
this case. Thecourt further holds that Mr. 
McNeill should resort to the methods pre- 
scribed by the church, and let the difficulties 
be settled inside the church and conference. 
The decision of the lower court was affirmed. 

The Methodist Protestant church here was 
nailed up by the trustees last fall soon after 
the appointment of McNeill as pastor, and it 
is still locked and barred against him. No 
personal objection is urged, but the members 
want to choose their own minister.

For Declining to Fly the Irish Flag on New 
York’s City Hall on St. Patrick's Day. 


Ngw York. March 22.—Mayor Hewitt has 
sent to the board of aldermen a communica- 
tion defending his action in refusing to permit 
the Irish flag to be raised on the city hall on 
St. Patrick’s a In it he says he is of opin- 
ion that no flag but the American has any right 
to float from any public building in this or any 
other city.. He cannot see why, if Germany 
has to be ruled by Germans and France by 
Frenchmen, America ought not to be ruled by 
Americans. It might be construed, he says, 
that his action showed a feeling averse to the 
Irish citizens of this country, but it was well 
known that their struggle and aspirations for 
home-rule always had and always will have his 
earnest support and sympathy.

CHICAGO, Mareh 22—[Special.}—Big short sellers 
of grain were in the pits on ‘change this morning 
either injperson or by their agents, but it was simply 
to prevent a rally and not to raid the markets, as on 
yesterday...
